If the military and civil 
forces of the federal government were 
to be used by the President, Senator 
Raynor, who Is from Maryland, said 
it, became very important to know 
the exact power of the President in 
this matter..

tended there was no provision what- 
ever In the treaty with Japan- that 
confers the right on the President, or 
speaks, of or gives to the government 
of Japan certain privileges, that it 
claims in connection with the public 
school s;fetern -of California or any 
other state.

'.• The Milwaukee Free Press recently 
published the following editorial which

of them was missing. There was no 
fence around .these affairs, and no 
fence separating them.

there, three 'school houses,' two lit 
. tie ones and one larger one. 


'' 'That is the Wisconsin idea, is it?' 


.asked the man from another state. 


"Talk led to the law of states that 


care about such things. In New York 
the people came to think as long as 
twelve years ago that.it is indecent tcv 
require boys and girls to be 'educated'.; 
under such conditions, and they passed 
a law requiring the 'trustee or trus- 
tees' of the several school districts to 


'provide suitable, v out-bull dings 
for 


each ot.the schools under their charge, 
'two in number., .which shall be en- 
tirely separated; each from'the other, 
and having separate means of access, 
and .the approaches thereto shall be 
separated by', a substantial close fence 
not less than '"seven feet in•• height. It 
shall be. .the. duty o£ the trustee or 
trustees aforesaid to. keep the same in 
..a ,clean and wholesome .condition, and, 
'Vfailure "to comply with the forego- 
ing-, provisions., of ,,this. .section on- the 
.part of.such-trustee or-trustees, shall. 
be'.:sufllcieritv:gronnd; for his...or their 
removal:" from -office, and from • -with- 
h^l'dingyfrom the .district any. share oL* 
the,.public''moneys>'of the .state.'. Any 
expense ^'incurred; by sijch'.'trustee-;or 
trustees .in-carrying' out -the'., require- 
ments-.'of'1 thlB^act'.shall.-.-be a',:charge 
uppn'-lthe district,.-when such 'expense

SUBJECT OF TIE MESSAGE 


President Roosevelt Makes Thorough Review 


Of The Needs Of The Island, 


To Cbngress.

On. November 21 I visited the .island 


ot Porto Rico, lamling at Ponce, cros- 
sing by the old Spanish road .by. Cayey 
to. San Juan, 
arid"-returning-

morning over the new .American road 
fvom\Arecibo to Ponce; the scenery 
was. wonderfully beautiful, especially 
among the mountains of .the interior- 
which constitute, a veritable tropic 
Switzerland. I 'could not embark at 
San Juan.because the harbor has not 
been dredged out and can not receive 
an American battle ship. 
I do not 


• think this fact creditable to us. as a 
nation, and I earnestly -hope that ini: 
mediate provision will be made 
for 


dredging San Juan Harbor.1 
'I'.doubt, whether our people as a 


whole realize the beauty and fertili- 
ty of Porto Rico, and the progress 
that has been .made imder its ad- 
mirable government. We have 
just 


cause for pride ia. the character of 
our representatives who have admin- 
istered the tropic, islands which came 
under our flag as.a-result of the.war 
with Spain; and of no one of them is 
this.imore true than-of Porto Rico. It 
would be impossible to wish a' more 
faithful a more efficient and a more 
disinterested public service-than that 
now.; being xonder.ed...4n..the^!and,,oE.

'I stopped .at a, .dozen, towns all \tokl, 


and'., one .of the notable features m 
every town was the gathering; of' the 
school children. 
The work that has 


teen'done in Porto Hico for education 
has -been noteworthy. The main em- 
phasis, as is • eminently wise 
and 


proper, has. been put upon primary 
education; but in addition ' to this 
there, is-a normal-school, an agri- 
cultural school, 'three industrial and 
three high schools. 
Every effort is 


being made to secure not only tiio 
benefits of elementary education to 
all the Porto Ricans of the:next gen- 
eration, but also as far a,s. .means 
•will permit to train them-so-that the 
industrial, agricultural and • commer- 
cial opportunities of the island; can be 
utilized to the best possible advan- 
tage It was evident at a,glance that 
theiteachers, both Americans.and na- 
tive Porto Ricans, were devoted to 
their'1-work, took the greatest pride 
in it,'and were endeavoring to tram 
their-puupils, not only iu mind, but 
in what counts tor far more' than 
mind1 iu citizenship, that is, m char- 


aVwas very much struck by the ex- 
cellent character both of the insular 
police and of the Porto Rican regi- 
meixt, - TUeY.-&re/lboU^.pC.vtherov ^puics 
that reflect 'creilit'Upon -the.

ican occupation. The total of exports 
and imports of the island was forty- 
five 
• millions of dollars as 
against 


eighteen millions in 1901 This as the, 
largest in the island's history. Prior 
to the American occupation the great- 
est trade for any one year was that 
of 1896, when it reached nearly twen- 
ty-three millions of dollars. Last year 
therefore there was double the trade 
that there was in -the most prosper- 
ous year under the Spanish 
regime. 


There were 210,273 tons of- sugar ex- 
ported last year, o[ the value of, $14. 
ISC 319: $3,555,163 o£ tobacco, and 
">S 290,322 pounds of coffee of the value 
of' $3 4S1102. 
Unfortunately what 


used to be Porto Rico's prime crop- 
coffee—has not shared this prosper- 
iy 
It has never recovered from tne 


disaster of the hurricane, and more- 
over, the benefit of throwing .open our 
market to it has not compensated for 
the loss inflicted by the closing o£ the 
markets to it abroad. I call your at- 
tention to the .accompanying memor- 
ial- on this subject, of the Board oC 
Trade, of San Juan, and I earnestly 
liope that somo measure will be tak- 
en for the benefit ot'the excellent and 
high grade Porto Rican coffee. 
!«' addition to delegations from Hie 


Board of Trade and Chamber of.Com- 
merce of San Juan, I .also received 
delegations from the Porto Rican. Fed- 


• oration of Labor, and from the Coffee 


Growers' Association. 
There is a matter to which I wish 


to call your special attention, and 
that-is the desirability > 
vol' 'conferring 


full American citizenship upon the 
people of P.orto Ripo. I. most ear- 
nestly hope- that "tlii's will be done, I 
can not see how any' harm can pos- 
sibly result from. it. and it seems .to 
me "a mutter of right and justice to 
the people oC Porto Rico. They arc 
loyal, they are glad to be .under our 
lulst. -they are making rapid progress 
along 
the path' ' o£ orderly - liberty. 


Surely we should show our appre- 
ciation of them, our,pride in what 
they have done, and ,our pleasure in 
extending recognition for what has 
thus been done, by -granting them full 
American citizenship. 
Under the wise administration of 


the present 
governor and council, 


marked progress has been made in 
the difficult matter of granting to the 
people of the island the largest meas- 
ure of self-government that can with 
safcty.be given at .the .present, time. 
It would have'been a'very serious mis- 
take to have gone any faster than we 
have already gone In this direction. 
The" 'Porto Ricans have complete and 
absolute autonomy iu all their inuni- 


cl-pal governments, the only power ov- 
er them possessed by the insular gov- 
'ernment being that of removing cor- 
'rur.t or incompetent municipal 
offi- 


cials. This power lias never been ex- 
ercised save Off the' clearest' proof of. 
corruption or of incompetence—such 
as to jeopardize the interests of the 
people of the-island; and under such 
circumstances it has been fearlessly 
used to the immense benefit of the 
•people. . It'is not a power with which 
it would be safe, for the sake of the 
island itself, to dispense at present. 
The lower house is absolutely elec- 
tive, while the upper house is appoiii: 
tive. 
This scheme is working' well; 


no injustice of any kind should cer- 
tainly not be changed at this time. 
The machinery of the elections is ad- 
ministered 
entirely by 
the 
Porto 


.Rican people themselves, the1 governor 
and council keeping only such super- 
vision as 'is necessary in order to in- 
sure ?.n orderly election. 
Any pro-, 


test as to electoral frauds is settled 
in the courts. 
Here again it^ would 


no: be safe to make any change in, 
the present system. 
The elections 


this year were absolutely orderly, un- 
accompanied by any disturbance; and 
no protest -has been made against 
the management of the elections, al- 
though 'three contests are threatened 
where- the majorities were very small, 
and error was. claimed; the contests, 
of course, to be settled in the courts. 
In short, the governor and council 
arc.cooperatiing with all of the most 
enlightened and most patriotic of.the 
people 'of Porto Rco in educating .the 
citizens' oC the island in the princi- 
ples' of orderly liberty.' They are pro- 
viding a government based upon each 
citizen's self-respect, and the mutual 
respect of all citizens: that is, baaed 
upon a rigid observance of the prin- 
ciples ol' justice and honesty. It has 
not been easy to instil into the minds 
ot people unaccustomed to the exer.- 
cise- of .freedom; the two basic prin- 
ciples 'of our'American system; the. 
principle that the majority must rule, 
and the principle that the minority 
'has rights which must not be disre- 
garded or trampled upon. Yet 
real 


progress'has been made in having 
these principles accepted as elemen- 
tary, as the foundations of successful 
soli-government.
